An Optimistic Report On The 
Downtown Parking Plan 


Unless there is some unforeseen legal loophole, the pro- 
posed Upland parking assessment district is likely to be approv- 
ed by the Upland city council. 


Opposition was expressed at the city council public hear- 
ing Thursday night — but there was no new opposition. Since 
inception of the plan, the opposition has been vocal and Mrs. 
Lee Wallace, a very determined woman, has been active in 
trying to defeat the movement. 


It so happens that opposition comes from the area that 
will pay the smallest assessment. Property owners and merf- 
chants who favor the proposal, carry the heaviest burden in 
financing the long-range undertaking. 


| We forecast approval of the parking district by the city 
councilmen at their Oct. 18 meeting. 


The councilmen are aware of what additional parking 
means to the downtown business community. 


They are aware that at least three new business build- 
ings will be erected in ‘the downtown area within « short time 
after the parking lots are established. 


They are aware that a considerable amount of new 
buiness frontage is likely to be developed on First Ave, Euclid 
Ave., C St. and other places in the downtown area. 


The councilmen are also aware of the need of new retail 
outlets in the business community in order for Upland to 
properly serve the increasing population and to meet the op- 
portunities. Unless, parking is provided, there is little hope of 
attracting a large number of new customers and new major 
retail outlets. 


All that is being asked of the councilmen is approval of 
the district. 


Payment for the public improvement will be made by 
owners of downtown property and the merchants. The pro- 
posed charges are, after all, very nominal. Progressive, civic- 
minded merchants and business property owners do not want 
it)" a blighted community: thus they are willing to unite in form- 

ing a cooperative plan in inducing customers and more busi- 
ness firms to be attracted to Upland.

In fact, if it were not 
for this one individual, the opposition would be inconse- 
quential. The opposition is one of leadership, not of spontaneity. 
It is good to have opposition, however, so that all phases of 
this important issue are presented. It is well, at the same time, 
to realize that the opposition is far more vocal than justified. 


An investment of a few dollars a month by the downtown 
merchtmts will turn the busitiess area into an appealing, ex- 
panding business center. If at least four members of the Upland 
city council say “yes” to the request they will take a big step 
in helping to insure the future growth of the downtown Upland 
m shopping center.

Many residents in the community are expecting the coun- 
cilmen to approve the parking district plan because it is logical, 
financially sound and of general benefit to ‘all property within 
the district. In some cases, inequities may exist but these .can 
be adjusted when the councilmen meet as a “board of equal- 
ization.”

THE ALASKA PAN HANDLE 


Some may think geography is 
my blind spot when I confess 
that I did not know there was a 
Pan Handle in Alaska until this 
summer. I knew that splendid 
territory reaching from the Yu- 
Kon to Kodiak and on to the sea, 
but did not know its eastern 
shore line, The ‘capitol was 
NOME when I was in the grade 
schools. I had also heard of Sitka 
and of Wrangle, yet I knew but 
little of them. When my ques- 
tiows persisted I brought out 
some books of reference and 
set myself to work. My time was 
well given to the task and I 
learned much about that strip of 
fand some thirty to forty miles 
wide, reaching from the head ‘of 
the Yukon River on down ‘to 
Prince Rupert, the principal city 
above Vancouver, British Colum- 
bia. 

It seems that the Russian fish- 
eries were extended inland as 
the ‘men were able to make 
friends with the native peoples. 
These newcomers were interest- 
ed in furs and gold as well as in 
fish, They were generous in their 
treatment of the natives, and 
brought missionaries into the ter- 
ritory also. ‘Many churches and 
religious groups ‘were founded m 
those early days and many trac- 
es of this early occupation are 
found there today. Many of ‘these 
early explorers marrie® native 
women and we find Alaskans 
today. who are white. 

The fur and fishing industries 
were pushed inland and along 
the sound to the east and south. 
This continued until the territory 
was sold to the United States in 
the year 1867. The boundaries on 
the north; west and south seem 
to have been defined clearly by 
the sea, but they were indefinite 
and very uncertain on the east. 
In the year 1904 a Commission 
was appointd by England, Alas- 
ka and the United States whose 
duty it was to define that east- 
ern boundary. Our Commissioner 
was the late Henry Cabot Lodge, 
father of our Senator Lodge who 
is our Ambassador to the United 
Nations. They fixed the bound- 
ary on the east to be the peaks 
of the highest mountains along 
the coast. It is therefore a broken 
or jagged line, not always clearly 
fixed; yet the decision stands 
and the peaks «are seen ‘from 
many points along the shore. The 
southern ‘division is near the port 
of Prince ‘Rupert, B. 'C. 

The eastern portion of Alaska 
did not produce much of value 
excepting fish and furs until with- 
in the memory of men who live 
there today. Seme gold was dis- 


loomed ahead ‘with only 75 shop- 
ping days until the big event.

Curbing Thefts 


Prevention of theft of hub caps 
is the current objective of law 
enforcement agencies in Upland 
‘and throughout southland coun- 
ties,. according to Police Chief 
Ralph H. Palmer. 


The program involves the 
marking of large disc-type hub 
caps with license numbers. Mr. 
Pakmer said hub caps will be 
marked free: of charge as a pub- 
lic service to customers by auto 
dealers, garage and service sta- 
ions. 

“The national auto theft bur- 
eau and members of the oil in- 
dustry are already cooperating 
in this program in the northern 
part of the state ‘and there is a 
reported drop of 50 percent in 
hub cap incidents,” Mr. Palmer 
said. 

“(Have your hub caps marked 
so they can be identified and 
you will not only help protect 
the theft of your hub caps but 
you will also be doing your part 
in crime prevention. This will 
help in recovery of stolen proper- 
ty.”’ - 

Mr. ‘Palmer gave details of 
how the identification should be 
made. ‘‘Where the valve stem 
comes through the disc, place 
the license letters on the left and 
the numbers on the right. This 
wil not mar your hub caps and 
they can be identified or traced 


to the owner if stolen.’’
